He said the sports monopoly can 
no longer meet its payroll to keep 
the state system of 25,000 athletes 
and 12,000 coaches working to- 
ward the next summer and winter 
games.

As he made his announcement 
spans officials in Russia, the domi-

But now the government's fi- 
nance crisis extends to all aspects 
of Soviet Hfei with'l JsefwraWTe-' - 
publics intent on establishing their 
own kivereignty and controlling 
the amount of finances they devote 
to national endeavors. 

The most the republics have 
done so far is to commit themselves 
to a single Olympic team, rather 
than separate ones. But they have 
not dealt with the financing issue 
raised Friday by the Gossport an- 
nouncement of closure. 

Last weekend, after dire warn- 
ings similar to those of Gossport, 
Russia stepped in at the last minute 
and agreed to help the Soviet gov- 
ernment avoid imminent bankrupt- 
cy and meet some Kremlin pay- 
jt rolls. 

" There was no immediate sign 
that this might happen as well for 
the Olympic committee, although 
the republic leaders, now popularly 
decied. are likely to be mindful of 
the fact that sports culture is one of 
the more popular institutions in 
this hard-pressed nation. 

There has been a proposal to 
create the Olympic Association of 
new states, according to Vladimir 
Vasin, the chairman of the Russian 
Republic’s national Olympic com- 
mittee. He said the Russian presi-

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Differences Aside, a 'European’ Attitude Emerges

PARIS — ‘“Nothing against Europe,” the full-page 
newspaper ads in Britain proclaimed last week “It’s the 
Italians, 'Germans and French we don't like." 

True enough, and not just for the British. But for all 
their omnipresent fear and loathing of each other. West 
Europeans are also becoming more , alike in their social 
attitudes, living standards and political approaches. 

Painstakingly constructed over decades from the death 
ami destruction of World War II, that stable foundation 
of 'increasingly rnnifar industrial democracies is what 
makes posable the closer European union that is almost 
certain to emerge from the EC summit meeting at Maas- 
tricht next week. 


“People still identify themselves as French. German. 
Spanish or whatever," said Peter Ludlow, the director of 
the Center for European Policy Studies in Brussels. “But 
more and more they think of themselves — particularly

the younger generation — as Europeans, too. Without 
that, the politicians would be helpless to advance a com- 
mon European agenda." 

The treaty expected to be signed at the summit meeting 
in the Netherlands will reflect both the continuing differ- 
ences and the growing similarities within the European 
Community. 


“There must be a minimum of organization and con- 
straints in order that Europe represents something." Ro- 
land Dumas. France’s foreign minister, said in a radio 
interview Friday. 

Political union, far from creating a West European 
superstate, will not require national governments to cede 
any significant power over foreign affairs and defense, 
immigration from outside the EC and most aspects of 
social policy. 

“Much as some of our leaders might like iL you can’t 
push all of Germany’s — or any other country's — 
unsolved problems off on Europe." said Jochen Thies of 
the German Center for Foreign Policy in Bonn.

'Those Weren't Wasted Years 9 

Anderson Tells of Bad Times and Good in Captivity

WIESBADEN, Germany — At its worst, Terry 
A. Anderson’s fife through 2,455 days of captivity 
was one of unspeakable suffering. He was tied day 
and night to other men on a short chain, enduring 
months of silence, years without sunlight, an eter- 
nity erf uncertainty. 

On Friday, two days after his captors had let 
him go, ending the hostage ordeal that they con- 
ceded to their last American prisoner had been of 
little use, Mr. Anderson told part of his stop'. He 
revealed himself to be a man of astonishing 
strength and cheer, a changed man, changed, he 
and his Family agree, for the better. 

But (here had been such awful tunes, some of 
them obvious, others less so. 

There was Christmas 1986. 

“We were in a pretty bad place," Mr. Anderson 
said, recounting that he ana several other Ameri- 
can hostages had been put in an underground cell 
and kept in solitary confinement “We had nothing 
— no books, nothing." 

Their captors did not allow them to speak from 
cell to cell But Mr. Anderson readied bade into his 


memory and pulled out some of the sign-language 
alpbabeL 

“I made up the rest and we talked for hours 
across the way." he said. 

So that day had begun well enough, but then, 
while “talking'’ to his fellow hostages, Mr. Ander- 
son took off his glasses. 

“I dropped them and broke them." he said. 
“That was a very bad day." 

There were so many honors, and on Friday 
some of them seemed to roll off Mr. Anderson’s 
tongue as if they had happened to someone else. 
Mr. Anderson, the chief Middle East correspon- 
dent for The Associated Press, told how William 
Buckley, the CIA station chief in Lebanon, had 
died in the room he shared with Mr. Anderson and 
other hostages. 

He told of the relatively good ti m es, of the rich 
friendships he developed with fellow captives, the 
courses his friend Thomas M. Sutherland taught 
him in gaieties, statistics and animal breeding, and 
the elaborate plans he made to start the perfect 
newspaper or set op the finest farm. 

For more than an hour, Mr. Anderson, flanked

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VIENNA — Carbon dating tests show that the 
well-preserved body of an ancient hunter found in 
an Alpine glacier is nearly 5,000 years old. an 
Austrian scientist said Friday. 

“He was from the aid of the neolithic period." 
said Klaus Oeggl of the University of Innsbruck’s 
botanical institute. He said tests showed the body 
to be 4,600 to 4,800 years old. 

Mr. Oeggl’s part in solving the riddle of the 
mummified corpse round two months ago was in 
analyzing grasses found in the body’s clothing. 

Mr. Cfeggl got results Friday from Paris and 
Uppsala University in Sweden. 

Mr. Oeggl said the grass sample was halved, with 
one part sent to Uppsala and the other to Paris. 


The two dating results “coincide exactly,” he 
said. 

He said the body, which was about 1 .6 meters (5 
feet) tall was the oldest and best specimen of early 
man ever found. 

The corpse was still covered with skin, tanned to 
leather by the winds and frozen inside the ice. 
Tattoos are visible on the hunter's back. 

Clothed in leathers and furs stuffed with grass to 
insulate him from the cold, he was found at an 
altitude erf 3.200 meters f 10.500 feet) on the Simi- 
laun glacier in the Tyrolean Alps, on the border 
between Italy and Austria.

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Loss ofU.S. Jobs 
Raises Fear of 
New Recession 

Pressure Grows on Bush 
To Stimulate the Economy

NEW YORK — The U.S. econo- 
my lost almost a quarter of a mil- 
lion jobs in November, ihe Labor 
Department reported Friday, in- 
creasing the pressure on President 
George Bush to act rapidly to stem 
the slide back into recession. 

It was the sharpest plunge since 
layoffs eliminated 258.000 non- 
farm jobs in both February and 
March, during the recession and 
the Gulf war. 

Rapidly, the Federal Reserve cut 
its federal funds rate by one-quar- 
ter percent to 4.5 percent, pursuing 
its attempt to get the economy go- 
ing again. 

But over the past year, the cen- 
tral bank has almost halved this 
benchmark rate of the banks' cost 
of money, with little economic im- 
provement so far to show for its 
policy of trying to ease credit as the 
nation beads into an election year. 

In a speech to a securities indus- 
try convention. the Federal Re- 
serve chairman. Alan Greenspan, 
said the recovery was ‘‘faltering” 
but the outlook for inflation was 
improving, which implies that the 
central bank sees room for more 
interest rate cuts. 

Blue chip stocks on Wall Street 
rose modestly as a response to the 
lower interest rates before ending 
slightly lower. The price of long' 
term Treasury bonds soared, fit 
London, (he gloomy jobs news sent 
the dollar to its lowest point against 
the Deuuche mark in nine months. 
(Page 12.) 

Payrolls were slashed last month 
by 241.000 workers, including 
33.000 in manufacturing, which has 
lost 100,000 jobs since August and 
can no longer be regarded as an 
engine of the economy. With job 
insecurity high and economic con- 
fidence correspondingly low. these 
effects of these layoffs in basic in- 
dustries rippled through the econo- 
my. taking 95,000 jobs from con- 
struction last month and a huge 
and unexpected 1 10.000 from retail 
trade because pre-Christmas buy- 
ing never got off the ground. 

The unemployment rale was 
stuck at 6.8 percent, but mainly 
because there were 300.000 fewer 
people in the labor force. Many 
were not counted because in dis- 
couragement they had simply 
stopped looking Tor work. The rate 
is derived from a census of house- 


holds. while the payroll figures, 
come from business.’ The Labor 

Department said seasonal adjust- 
ments exaggerated the payroll drop 
by 70.000. but few economists re- 
garded this as significant. 

Alien Sinai of Boston Co. Eco- 
nomic Advisers said the country “is 
swinging into full-fledged reces- 
sion. with no recovery in sight." 
Ward McCarthy of Stone McCar- 
thy Research Associates said the 
the economy's momentum “has 
completely gone kaput, and we're 
headed south again." Joseph Lire 
of S.G. Warburg said that if recov- 
ery were under way. the economy 
should have gained about half a 
million jobs since August but in- 
stead has lost a net 30,000. 

Aware of the deteriorating econ- 
omy and under pressure from some 
Republicans in Congress to act, ad- 
ministration officials in recent days 
have begun hinting they had fewer 
worries that a limited program of 
fiscal stimulus would frighten bond 
buyers and drive up long term in- 
terest rates. Michael J. Bos kin. 
President Bush’s chief economic 
adviser, spoke of “responsible" 
ways to stimulate the economy and 
said it was “a myth” that rates 
would automatically rise. 

In testimony Thursday to the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. which is holding hearings on a 
possible economic stimulus plan. 
Mr. Beskin and the budget direc- 
tor. Richard G. Dorman, both 
stressed the need for “fiscal disci- 
pline.” Mr. Darman said he wanted 
to stay within the budget, “but the 
first priority is growth." 

On Friday one administration 
political source said: “We are 
switching from the happy talk to 
build up confidence We are going 
to force Congress to do something. 
Over the holidays you will see us 
get off the dime." 

But the official provided no de- 
tails, nor did he go beyond Presi- 
dent Bush’s statement of Thursday 
that he would take strong measures 
next year to stimulate growth. 

Mr. Bush ou Thursday also said 
he had ordered the speedup of $9.8 
billion in federal spending, but 
economists said the amount was 
loo small to kick life into a $5 
trillion economy.

Shells Slam Dubrovnik 
As Truce Breaks Down

ZAGREB, Yugoslavia — The 
Serbian-dominated federal army 
shelled Dubrovnik and other key 
targets in Croatia on Friday in the 
most serious violations of a two- 
week cease-fire, according to Cro- 
atian and EC reports. 

A senior European Community 
monitor said battles raged in many 
pans of the republic. Shells hit Du- 
brovnik at the rate of 40 rounds a 
minute, the monitor said, and 14 
people were reported killed in the 
eastern city of Osijek. 

The attacks raise further doubts 
that United Nations peacekeepers 
could be safely deployed in the se- 
cessionist republic. 

“At this moment, this looks like 
the most serious attack so far’ 1 in 
Dubrovnik. Croatian radio said. It 
said 4 people were killed by early 
afternoon, and 25 wounded^ 

The federal army, however, de- 
nied that it was shelling the city and 
said the fighting in Dubrovnik was 
between Croatian defense forces 
and members or an extreme nation- 
alist Croatian militia. 

A spokesman for the EC moni- 


tors in Zagreb dismissed the army 
statement, saying he had reports 
that the federal navy had been 
shelling Dubrovnik. 

The surge in fighting ended more 
than two weeks of relative peace 
around Dubrovnik. The city has 
been threatened for weeks by can- 
non on land and gunboats from the 
sea.

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Russia, Adopting 
New Tax, Is Firm 
On Price Increases

MOSCOW — Russia held fast 
Friday to its plan for sweeping 
price increases us the parliament 
approved a 28 percent value-added 
tax, and other Soviet republics were 
reported to be reluctantly following 
the giant republic’s lead toward 
frce-market economics. 

President Boris N. Yd bin of the 
Russian Republic, under pressure 
from neighboring republics to hold 
off on his restructuring plans, con- 
firmed after a Kremlin meeting 
that there would be no delay in the 
timetable to begin freeing prices on 
most foods and consumer goods. 

’'Liberalization of prices will 
start on Dec. 16.” Mr. Yeltsin told 
Tass. 

He spoke as the Russian parlia- 
ment put in place the hefty value- 
added tax that officials considered 
the most enforceable and practical 
as Russia gropes its way toward 
market economics. 

A value-added tax is levied at 
various points in the wholesale and 
retail process, putting the burden 
on businesses to report their full 
dealings more honestly to benefit 
from government rebates. 

it was chosen as the best way to 
maintain essential government fi- 
nances in the face of rapid price 
increases under the restructuring 
program. An income tax would 
miss Lhe black market's consider- 
able business activities and would 
be largely irrelevant in the repub- 
lic's low- wage environment, fi- 
nance officials said. They also said 
a sales Lax was too easily avoidable 
through off-ihe-bocks dealings. 

T ass said that six other republics 
had reamed to Russia's decision by 
■agreeing to begin setting higher up- 
per limits on certain controlled 
prices by Jan. I, in the hope of 
absorbing some of the effects of the 
Russian changes and as a prelimi- 
nary to freeing their own prices. 

“In December. Russia faces his- 


toric events, the transition to a 
market economy with all the conse- 
quences — privatization, issuing of 
snares, changes in taxation and the 
financial system, liberalization of 
foreign economic activity and of 
prices," Mr. Yeltsin was quoted by 
Tass as saying. 

The political and economic situ- 
ation in Russia remains highly fluid 
and ridden with politicians' warn- 
ings of deepening crisis. 

But. for now at least. Mr. Yeltsin 
signaled that be planned none of 
the delay being sought by other 
republics, which fear the shock 
wave or his wide-ranging program 
to begin turning market forces 
loose in the republic. 

Six republics were following his 
lead, according to Tass. and agree- 
ing to begin coordinating their own 
programs along the lines of Russia. 
Tass identified the six as the 
Ukraine, Uzbekistan, Armenia. 
Tadzhikistan. Kirghizia and Geor- 
gia. 

There was no immediate inde- 
pendent confirmation of this. 

Ukraine sealed its own fervid in- 
dependence path in a referendum 
on Sunday, and it thus far has 
made a point or avoiding most joint 
economic operations with other re- 
publics. Ukraine finance officials, 
however, have been most con- 
cerned with the aftershocks of Rus- 
sia's ambitious plan and have 
talked lately of trying to tailor the 
Ukraine's accordingly. Prices al- 
ready have been shooting upward 
and consumer goods have become 
scarcer 

Mr. Yeltsin stressed his determi-

Pravda Salutes Honecker as a Hero 
And Urges Soviets to Let Him Stay

MOSCOW — Pravda made an impassioned front-page appeal 
Friday that Ench Honecker be allowed to stay in the Soviet L'nion. 
and it printed a photograph of the former East German leader, who 
looked healthy. 

“There has been much tragedy and injustice in our history- Do we 
need to add to it?” the paper asked. “Let’s stop and give our former 
friend the chance to live quietly throughout the rest of the century." 

Mr. Honecker. 79. has been in Moscow since being taken in March 
from a Soviet military hospital near Berlin, allegedly for medical 
treatment. The exact nature of his illness has never been disclosed, 
although supporters have said he has kidney cancer. 

Germany has been pressing the Soviet government to extradite 
him since he arrived in Moscow. He is wanted on charges of issuing 
shoot-to-kiU orders to guards at the Berlin Wall and along the border 
of East and West Germany. 

"Erich Honecker is the bead of former East Germany, a hero of 
the fascist counteroffensive, a man who dedicated his entire life to 
ideas, which not long ago were ‘our* ideas,” Pravda said. 


U.S. Sets Sanctions 
Against Yugoslavia

The move marked a new breach 
in what until several weeks ago had 
been a common Western approach 
toward the Yugoslav crisis. In No- 
vember. the 12-member European 
Community imposed sanctions, in- 
cluding suspension of economic aid 
and trade Denefits. but only against 
the republic of Serbia and its small 
■ally. Montenegro. 

Meanwhile. Germany is pro- 
ceeding with a plan ic extend dip- 
lomatic recognition to the separat- 
ist republics of Croatia and

Secret Plan That Ended Captives 5 Ordeal

UNITED NATIONS. New York — As 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de Cuellar re- 
calls it, the moment he believed that all the 
Western hostages in Lebanon would be Treed 
came when the Iranian president gave him his 
word of honor that Iran would use its influ- 
ence to see that an intricate secret plan for 
endin g the ordeal would be carried out. 

It was Sept. 1 1, and the United Nations 
secretary- general was having lea with Presi- 
dent Hashemi Rafsanjani in his office in 
Tehran. 

"I got a promise that the Iranians would 
help me as much as they could, and 1 was able 
to personally confirm' all the arrangements 
with Rafsanjani,” Mr. Pfcrez de Cuellar said 
this week. "It was in those discussions that we 
prepared the final operation.” 

Although the United Nations had been 
actively seeking the release of the hostages for 
some months, the Tehran meeting .started a 
new wave of UN-led negotiations that ranged 
from nuts-and-bolts shuttle diplomacy in 
nearly a dozen capitals to endless cajoling 
and convincing in Lebanon of the captors 
themselves by Mr. Perez de Cuellar's person- 
al envoy. Giandomenico Piece. Mr. Pfcrez de 
Cud la r. who is retiring at the end of die 
month after 10 years in his post, made the 
hostage issue a personal crusade, something 
he warned to point to with pride when he left. 

As a result nr this unexpected UN initia- 
tive, JO Western hostages were released be- 
ginning in August, along with dozens of Ar- 
abs held by Israel i -backed southern Lebanese 
forces and' by the Israeli authorities, a process 
that culminated on Wednesday with the re- 
lease of Terry A. Anderson. ’ 

The secretary-general is quick to note that 
the hostage ordeal is not over. Two Germans 
still are being held; about 275 Palestinian and 
Lebanese prisoners stiJI are detained by Isra- 
el. which is awaiting more information on the 
fate of its missing servicemen; and the bodies 
of two American hostages still have to be 
returned. 

As Mr. Perez de Cuellar sees it, had it not 
been for the Gulf war. American hostages 
might still be in captivity. The overwhelming 
allied victory in the war produced a new 
dynamic in the region that positioned Iran to 
fill the vacuum left by a weakened Iraq and 
establish itself as a reliable economic partner 
and diplomatic player. 

In February and March, the secretary-gen- 
eral began a series of discussions with Kama] 
Kharruzi. Iran’s envoy to the United Nations, 
in which Mr. Perez de Cuellar hammered 
home the new geopolitical reality, telling the 
Iranian that his country should seize the 
opportunity to strengthen its position in the 
region. Whenever Mr. Kharrazi called. Mr. 
Pfcrez de Cuellar gently turned the discussion 
to the subject of the hostages. 

Mr. Rafsanjani was aided by his foreign 
minister. Ali Akbor Velayati. and by Mr. 
Kharrazi. who was determined to help free 
the hostages. Mr. Kharrazi is a psychologist 
educated at the University of Houston and 
former director of the official Iranian press 
agency. IRNA. He was the former superior of 
Kazem Akhavan. a phoiojoumalist and one 
of the four Iranians who were captured at a 
Christian checkpoint in Lebanon in 1982 and 
probably killed. 


“I was myself very interested in helping to 
resolve the issue, especially since one of my 
colleagues was among the hostages." Mr. 
Kharrazi said in an interview. "I especially 
felt a sympathy for Terry Anderson because 
he was also a journalist." 

But substantial opposition inside Iran as 
well as Iran’s incomplete control of the cap- 
tors made a swift resolution of the matter 
impossible. Iran enjoyed most control over 
the Revolutionary Justice Organization. Teh- 
ran had less influence over the two other 
groups holding the Westerners. Islamic Jihad 
and Islamic Jihad for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine. which were committed to the freeing of 
Arab prisoners in Israel. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar also was encouraged 
in his efforts by President George Bush, 
through Brcm ScowcrofL the national securi- 
ty adviser and the administration's point man 
on the hostage issue. In a highly unusual 
arrangement, throughout the Bush presiden- 
cy Mr. Scow croft went secretly lo New York 
several limes to meet with the secretary-gen- 
eral and spoke with him often by phone. 

The UN strategy was straightforward: give 
something to everyone without violating D.S. 
and British deterini nation not to make con- 
cessions to hostage holders. In the summer, 
Mr. Pfcrez de Cuellar crafted a complicated 
plan that would fadliuie the release of ali 
"illegally held” detainees. Because the United 
States and Britain refused to negotiate, Israel 
became the broker for the West 

But it was the dogged negotiating efforts of 
Mr. Piece, the secretary-general's envoy, that 
made an end to the ordeal possible. 

Described by Mr. Pfcrez dc Cuellar as 
"more or a soldier than a diplomat," Mr. 
Picco passionniclv threw himself into the 
hostage project, shuttling to nearly a dozen 
capitals throughout the spring and summer in 
an effort to put together a list of all the 
demands. After Iran used its influence with 
Lebanese intermediaries to make contact 
with the captors. Mr. Picco met them in 
Lebanon, sometimes with a cloth bag over his 
head, an eerie repetition of the process begun 


by the Church of England envoy. Tory 
Waite, before he was seized. 

By midsummer. Mr. Perez de Cuellar was 
able to present Iran with a comprehensive 
plan. As Mr. Kharrazi described it: "The 
secretary-general came up with a package 
that look into account that the Lebanese 
people wanted their own detainees, the West- 
ern countries wanted their hostages and the 
Israelis wanted their servicemen. It was a 
step-by-step approach." 

The first word of a hostage release as a 
"goodwill gesture" came in a series of mes- 
sages f rorrf Tehran, one from Hussein Musa- 
vian. Iran's ambassador to Germany and a 
close associate of Mr. Rafsanjani and others 
from Iranian Foreign Ministry officials to 
David Reddaway. the British charge d'af- 
faires in Tehran, and to a Swiss diplomat. 

At the home time, the Islamic Jihad, which 
held Terry A. Anderson and Thomas M. 
Sutherland, issued a communique that it 
would send an “envoy" within 48 hours to 
meet with the secretary-general. 

The envoy turned out to be the British 
journalist John McCarthy, who carried a 
message from his captors upon bis release on 
Aug, 8. 

Although the written proposal in Arabic 
was frustratingjy vague, Mr. McCarthy ex- 
plained in a meeting with Mr. Pfcrez de Cufcl- 
lar near London that he had a more specific 
verbal offer, which the secretary-general re- 
corded hastily in English on lhe rack of a 
manila envelope: ull the Western hostages in 
return fur Sheikh Abdel Kurim Obeid, who 
was abducted in an Israeli commando raid in 
Lebanon in July 1989. and the release of 
hundreds of Arabs being held by Israel and 
European countries. 

When Mr. Kharrazi met with Mr. Pfcrez de 
Cufcllar in Geneva the next day. he revealed 
that Iran could account for only two of the 
seven missing Israeli soldiers in Lebanon and 
said that although both had died, Iran could 
secure the return of their remains.

His captors — the men who kept 
him blindfolded and chained, who 
denied him the right to speak or 
move, who stored him in dingy cells 
and in apartments where the win- 
dows were replaced with steel 
plates — seem lo be of little interest 
to him now. Asked if they should 
be punished.

Japan Digs In Heels on Apology 


Washington Pm Service 

TOKYO — Stymied by divided feelings over the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor, the governing 
liberal Democratic Party abandoned its effort 
Friday to pass a formal resolution of apology for 
the attack that brought the United States into the 
World War II. 

Party leaders decided they could not reach a 
compromise between liberals who think Japan 
should offer a full apology and conservatives who 
say Japan has nothing to be ashamed of. 

After half a century, Japan still has not reached 
a consensus on whether starting the Pacific War 
was an evil act or just an error in tactics. 

There are important forces in Japanese society 
that feel it is crucial for the nation to accept blame 
for the war during this anniversary week. But 
political leadership is so fragmented that the coun- 
try has sent out sharply conflicting messages. 

On Tuesday, Foreign Minister Michio Watan- 
abe said in a Washington Post interview that Japan 
felt “deep remorse about the unbearable suffering 
and sorrow Japan inflicted on the American peo- 
ple and the peoples of Asia and the Pacific during 
the Pacific War, a war that Japan started 
because of the reckless decision of our military.” 

That statement reflects the view of the perma- 
nent bureaucracy ax the Foreign Ministry. 

Foreign Ministry officials said the minister’s 
carefully prepared comments, given through an 


official translator, were designed to soothe ill feel- 
ings in the United States as the anniversary drew 
near. 

The Japanese press subsequently reported that 
the message had its desired effect, as the White 
House spokesman and other Americans expressed 
gratitude for Mr. Waianabe's remarks. 

In the same interview, Mr. Watanabe said the 
Diet, or parliament, would “definitely'' pass a 
resolution expressing similar feelings. This public 
commitment may have been an effort to push the 
Diet in that direction; if so, it did not work. 

By late Friday, it became dear that acceptable 
wording for a resolution could not be found in time 
for the anniversary ceremonies Saturday afternoon 
al Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. 

However, the Liberal Democratic Party spokes- 
man announced a party statement quite similar in 
language and form to the remorseful words that 
foreign minister used earlier this week. 

The national television network TV Asahi 
broadcast interviews on Friday with schoolchil- 
dren in rural Japan, asking about their lessons on 
the war. Every child knew about the atomic bombs 
dropped on Japan, and most knew the exact date 
of both the Hiroshima and Nagasaki explosions. 

But most said they did not know the term “Pearl 
Harbor,” and not one could remember when the 
attack had occurred. — TJL Reid

Differences in European infla- 
tion and interest rates have also 
narrowed. Those nations, begin- 
ning in 1979, that laced themselves 
to Germany through the suaitjack- 
et of the European Monetary Sys- 
tem, have been helped in curbing 
inflation. France turned away from 
socialism in 1 983 rather than aban- 
don the EMS. Europe, however, 
has experienced sharply higher lev- 
els of joblessness. 

“France has changed economi- 
cally," said Norbert Walter, chief 
economist at Deutsche Bank in 
Frankfurt “Eight years of consis- 
tent policies is no longer an aberra- 
tion. They have paid a price by 
voluntarily accepting the link to tbe 
D-mark. That is very meaningful, 
not just for monetary policy."

Croatian radio said array shelling 
of Dubrovnik was so intense that a 
general alarm was sounded. Many 
shells fell within the walls of tbe old 
city, some hitting the central Corso 
stadium, it said. 

The possibility of widespread 
damage to the old city has focused 
world attention on the siege of Du- 
brovnik. The federal army has said 
that it would not strike the old city. 

The renewed bombardment pre- 
vented the European Community 
from delivering 700 tons of food 
and emergency supplies to the city, 
an EC official said. 

The surge of fighting followed an 
agreement between army and Cro- 
atian officials that a strict trace 
should be observed in much of the 
southwestern finger of Croatia that 
incorporates Dubrovnik and its 
hinterland. 

The radio said the military used 
artillery, mortar and tanks, and 
gunboats in attacking Dubrovnik. 

Croatian Defense Ministry offi- 
cials in Zagreb backed up the re- 
port. 

Tbe Yugoslav Army said the 
fighting in Dubrovnik was between 
Croatian defense forces and mem- 
ben of the paramilitary wing of the 
extreme nationalist Party of 
Rights. The leader of that Croatian 
party is in prison for allegedly plot- 
ting a coup against Croatia's gov-

"The Yugoslav Army did not 
shell Dubrovnik," said Colonel Mi- 
lan Gvero, an army spokesman in 
Belgrade.

“I was down on the landing, talk- 
ing to tbe chief petty officer, when 
we heard the faint drone of 
planes," he said. “As it got louder, 
one of the guys said it was a hefl of 
a rime for war games. 

“All of a sudden," he said, there 
was a Japanese torpedo plane com- 
ing toward Battleship Row. “The 
chief saw tbe meatball on the plane, 
and he says: This is no war game. 
This is war.’ " 

He was ordered into a launch to 
pluck survivors out of the harbor. 

“When tire Arizona exploded, we 
were about J00 yards away, and it 
just lifted the launch up in the air,” 
be recalled. "They flew so low you 
could see the expressions on their 
faces. A couple of us picked up 
rocks and threw them.” 

Soon, he said, the oil on the sur- 


face ignited, panicking the men in 
the water. 

“The guys we picked up, some of 
them had their hair completely 
burned off. Their arms were 
burned, and their legs." ^ 

Two died before they could 
reach the dock. 

Finally back at the barracks, Mr. 
Baskeue found his uniform cov- 
ered with blood and oil — and he 
had three huDet holes in his bell 
bottoms. But he was not wounded. 

“Afier it was over, a lot of us 
cried like babies," he said, “seeing 
our ships burning and exploding. It 
was a shocking experience for a 
snot-nosed kid." 

Three of his buddies did not sur- 
vive the day. 

Time has not altered feelings 
about the Japanese for Mr. Bas- 
kets. now 68 and the Missouri 
state director ctf the Pearl Harbor 
Survivors Association.

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What If? A Virtuoso’s Short-Lived Career

N EW Haven. Con- 
necticut — The case of 
Richaref Paries Bon- 
ington. who is [he focus 
of a major exhibition here at ihe 
Yale Center for British Art. pre- 
sents one of the great “what ifs" in 
'”iij-century art. Who knows what 
Lhe English-born. French-trained 
Pinter might have accomplished if 
he had lived beyond the age of 25? 

All that can be said with certain- 
ty is that his death in 1828 ended a 
career of rare promise. Whether in 
a small painting of the bed cham- 
ber of Henri IV of France, with its 
mastery of glazings and light ef- 
fects, or in an atmospheric oil 
sketch Of Lugano. Switzerland, in 
which distant mountains gently 
blend into billowing clouds, or in 
an image of an old man and a child 
that achieves in watercolor some- 
thing of the somber dignity that 
Rembrandt conveyed in oils. Bon- 
ington was a consummate virtuoso. 

His friend Delacroix wrote as a 
biased observer but not without in- 
sight when he observed that -no one 
in this modem school, and perhaps 
even before, has possessed that 


lightness of touch which, especially 
in watercolors, makes his works a 
type of diamond which flatters and 
ravishes the eye, independently of 
any subject and any imitation." 


Delacroix was not alone in his 
sentiments. Corot, Theodore Rous- 
seau. Paul Huci and Alexandre De- 
camps were among the landscapists 
who admired Bonington. Consta- 
ble. who watched prestigious Eng- 
lish collectors bypass his own 
works and compete for Boning- 
ton's. could not avoid revealing his 
jealousy when he complained that 
“it is not right in a young man to 
assume great dash — great comple- 
tion — without study or pains.'' 

Constable was half correct. Bon- 
ington accomplished wrhat he did 
through intense study and endless 
bouts of self-criticism, but without 
the least sign of strain. 

The show begins with a watercol- 
or he produced at the age of 15 or 
16. depicting the port at Boulogne. 
France; the painting navigates with 
ease the complex interplay of mast- 
ed ships set against a backdrop of 
low buildings and rising hills. The 
same facility that allowed him to 
perfect the art of watercolor in a 
single bound carried over to the 
succeeding drawings and oils. 


In renderings of architectural 
monuments like the entrance to the 
church at Abbeville and in the 
scenes he painted in oil of the 
French coast. Bonington demon- 
strates that he was barely out of his 
teens when he established himself 
as an artist of individual taste and 
wide-ranging skill. 

The show“ which is in New Ha- 
ven through Jan. 19 and will be at 
the Petit Palais in Paris from 
March 5 to May 17. includes more 
than 150 paintings, watercolors.

drawings and prints. It is the prod- 
uct of exhaustive research by Pat- 
rick Noon, curator of prints, draw- 
ings and rare books at the Yale 
Center for British Aru who has 
written a catalogue that is a model 
of scrupulous scholarship. 

The exhibition lays out thor- 
oughly the course of Bonington's 
career, which most likely began un- 


der the tutelage of his father, who 
aspired to be a painter before be- 
coming a lace merchant m France. 

By the age of 16. Bonington was 
enrolled in the atelier of Baron An- 
toinc-Jeun Gres. but he rejected the 
academic route. Less than three 
years later he was out on his own. 
painting the French countryside 
and beginning to achieve commer- 
cial success as a watercolorist. 

His fortunes improved further 
with his participation in the Paris 
salon of 1824. where he became 
identified as one of the rising stars 
in the Romantic constellation. 

The most ambitious painting 
Bonington exhibited at that salon 
was “A Fishmarket Near Bou- 
logne” an image whose mundane 
subject made it the focus of attack 
from conservative critics but whose 
subtle gradations of light, serene 
mood and fluidity of touch were 
translations into oil of the qualities 
that be had mastered in watercolor. 
These were qualities that would re- 
main with him. 

From Delacroix, with whom he 
shared a studio for a time, be devel- 
oped an interest in Oriental sub- 
jects. and each fueled the other's 
preoccupation with the medieval 
and Renaissance tales that also ob- 
sessed other Romantics.

H IS range of sentiment 
was never wide, and his 
attention seemed to re- 
main focused on paint- 
erly effects more than on moraliz- 
ing themes. And yet his work 
conveyed a delicate and discreet 
poetry that evolved over the years. 

To’ compare “A Fishmarket 
Near Boulogne" with “On the Cflte 
d'Opale. Picardy." which he paint- 
ed around 1826 or 1827, is to see a 
shift toward more dramatic con- 
trasts of light and dark, and a more 
complex figure! style. The views of 
Italy he painted just months before 
his death, like die one of the Corso 
Sant' Anastasia in Verona, are illu- 
minated by a harder, more eccen- 
trically colored light than the views 
he painted two years earlier. 

“Modem critics." Noon writes in 
thecatalogue, “tend to think of him 
as an artist who enjoyed a normal 
life span and. coasequenily, at- 
tained (he maturity of reflection 
that experience and age con tribute 
to an artist's evolution."

Lenses Focus on Croatian Toll

L ONDON — Virtually empty on a December day when 
Londoners are thinking about Christmas, die most devas- 
tating exhibition of the year “Croatia: The Cost of Con- 
flict — is On view through Jan. 10 at the Building Centre, 
16 Store Street. 

Seventy photographs record the process of destruction undergone 
by a whole culture in surroundings that had survived two world wars. 
A pageant of 18th-century ch arches, monasteries and patrician 
bouses is seen in succeeding stages of destruction. . 

Sl Lawrence, in Petrinja, was photographed on Sept. 7, when 
shells had bit the square tower, leaving holes above and bdow the 
middle window. The next photograph, taken on Sept. 15, shows the 
bulbous base of the spire missing its entire pointed top- By Sept. 1 7, a 
shell hid blown off one side erf the square tower. 

The chuith of St. Thomas the Apostle in Gamji Rape, when 
photographed on ScpL 7, stood with a whole side missing to hs 
square lower, die rafters of its sloping roof laid bare, half of diem 
broken. On Sept.. 22 the same photographer, R. Majetie was in Stuifa 
recording the condition of the 18th-century church, a majestic 
structure with classical' pilasters that had its roof bashed in. and, 
again, its spire choppedoft .. 

Missing spires seem to be an epidemic. At Cuntic Hmtsla, the ■ 
church of St Anthony of Padua, hudt in 1729. also stood without a : 
^ire in October. Sarvas was lucldcr, if that is the word. The ire arid 
cross of Sl John the Baptist are shown surreatisticaHy tilting on one 
side, Ukc a drunken monument raising its hat. 

The most pregnant view is a hazy mot taken by S. Durakovic in 
Vinkovd sometime in October. The elegant slender mass of an 18th 
century church seen from the apse rises above tiled roofs amidst 
trees. Billows of smoke go up in the sunset light There is a doomsday 
quality about the serene urban setting about to be engulfed 
Here and there total casualties are seen before annihilation. The 
1 7th- 18th-century palace of the Counts Hte in Vukovar, which 
housed the collections of the rily museum, had iis main pavilion half 
smashed in mid-September, when photographed by R. Marie. The 
photograph of the main facade, when intact shows an admirable 
sense of proportion. Like most of Vukovar, it has now been razed. 
The maritime facade of Croatia, with its wonderful Italianate

The next night 
Sotheby’s did extremely weD with a 
private collection of 12 mid -19th- 
century paintings and drawings, 
but matched umstie^s un glamor- 
ous performance with the 42 lots 
that followed, of which only 22 
found buyers. It was entirely pre- 
dictable. 

The drawings in the Sotheby’s 
single-owner rale were fantastic 
ana sold accordingly. The Dau- 
miers were the best ever seen on the 
open market, dealers concurred.

The 
ideal solution might be a disposal operation 
run in Ukraine by the United Nations, 
employing experienced technicians from 
both Russia and the West to get the job 
done as fast as possible. 

It would be unwise to waste time. There 
is already evidence that other countries — 
the usual suspects, led by Libya and Iraq — 
are in the market Tor weapons, components 
and the people who know how to produce 
them. Long-range weapons are stationed in 
four of the Soviet republics, and the tactical 


weapons are scattered around through most 
(although apparently not all) of them. 

But Ukraine is the place to start and to 
work hardest. It ranks second only to Rus- 
sia in concentration of weapons, and in 
Russia the old Soviet system of weapons 
security is likely to bold up more effectively 
than in the cither republics. The Ukrainians 
will have lo make their own decisions on 
getting rid of these ferocious armaments, 
but it is essential that the rest of the 
world make it clear that assistance — and 
it should be almost unlimited assistance — 
is available Tor the expensive and delicate 
work of disposal. 

That assistance cannot be confined 
strictly to the technical processes. Nuclear 
security in the Soviet republics is going to 
depend ultimately on the political climate 
there. If the standard of living falls and 
duress and fear become entrenched, the 
prospect for rational policies will fade. 

The American debate on this momentous 
opportunity for arms control will accelerate 
late next month when the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee opens its hearings on 
the START treaty, which will take effect in 
a very different world from the one in which 
it was negotiated. The second Soviet revolu- 
tion has so far been pretty peaceful —a rare 
phenomenon in history. Those nuclear 
arms are a compelling reason for the rest 
of the world to do whatever it can lo keep 
the revolution that way.

Targeting The Bomb 


If the world's experience in Iraq proves 
anything, it is that bombing cannot stop 
The Bomb. Even the victorious allies must 
rely on sustained political pressure to block 
would-be proliferators like North Korea. 

Israel's attack on Iraq’s nuclear reactor in 
1981 only drove the bomb-makers under- 
ground. beyond reach of Desen Storm’s air 
armada. The painstaking nuclear archeolo- 
gists of the UN Special Commission will 
keep on digging until they find what they 
are looking Tor, including evidence th3t Iraq 
has more enriched uranium stashed away. 

Yet some officials argue that it is too late 
for diplomacy. Exaggerating the imminence 
of The Bomb's spread, (hey call for military 
action in the dangerously narrow confines 
of Korea nr building costly defenses of 
unproven effectiveness. The Iraqi experi- 
ence docs not support them. 

A prime lesson to learn from Iraq is the 
importance of concentrating on the prime 
proliferation suspects. Only a few countries 
are trying Ui develop nuclear weapons and 
only a few countries can supply them. An- 
other lesson is (hat the International Atomic 
Energy Agency needs to be strengthened. At 
the very least it can no longer confine its 
inspections to declared sites —nuclear facili- 
ties that host countries allow to be inspected. 


Restraints on the suppliers of nuclear 
technology are also essential. The Iraqis 
had plenty of foreign help in bomb- making. 
They were pursuing four paths to the bomb, 
three of them undetected, which strongly 
suggests the need Tor tougher terms and 
tougher sanctions. 

But the most urgent need is political not 
technical. Supplier states, including the Unit- 
ed States, have yet to demonstrate the will to 
prevent bomb-making material and technol- 
ogy from failing into the wrong hands. That 
applies especially to uranium enrichment 
and plutonium reprocessing plants. 

Why, for instance, does North Korea, 
with no nuclear power plants, need a repro- 
cessing capability? A ban on the export of 
technology for enrichment and reprocess- 
ing. coupled with firm international guar- 
antees of nuclear fuel and help with waste 
disposal, could slow proliferation. 

And finally, proliferation is wonh curb- 
ing. Why not freeze production and deploy- 
ment of all weapons of mass destruction in 
the Middle East and South Asia? Business- 
es- usual methods cannot fix the proliferation 
problem before it is loo late. But that is oo 
reason rashly to rejcci diplomacy and turn to 
military means of unproven effectiveness.

Bush Fields His Team 


Until Thursday the list of presidential 
aspirants included a handful or scarcely 
known Democrats and a Republican. Da- 
vid Duke, who was once a member of the 
Ku KJux Klan. The conservative columnist 
and Republican Pat Buchanan Ls prowling 
in the wings. Into this mixed bag now jumps 
a candidate with authentic credentials and 
undeniable name recognition. 

By announcing a new chief of staff and a 
campaign team. George Bush has effective- 
ly kicked off his bid for re-election. Wel- 
come to the race. Mr. President. Bui now. 
what kind of race do you intend to run? 

Despite all the kinder-gentler stuff at the 
1988 national convention. Mr. Bush's previ- 
ous campaigns had a streak of meanness to 
than, what with kicking a little you-know- 
what in the 1984 debates with Geraldine 
Ferraro and the Willie Horton ads in 1988. 
Perhaps this time he will behave a bit more 
president iaily. Doing so could help a nation 
that has had enough divisiveness, and it 
cannot in any case hurl him. 

There are hopeful signs. Oo Wednesday he 
conceded that he could not get the economy 
going again amply by blaming the Demo- 
crats, up to now his favorite response to the 
recession. And he said Thursday that he 
would run "on my whole record." suggesting 
that he may put his best foot forward instead 
of merely stepping on his opponent’s. 

His new team is likely to favor taking the 
high road. Though it lacks the common 


touch of the late Lee Atwater, a key figure 
in 1988. it includes practical centrists with- 
out heavy ideological baggage. It does not 
include John Sununu. the deposed chief of 
staff, to whom governance seemed just an- 
other form of political combat. 

The chairman. Robert Mosbucher. is a 
proven fund-raiser who has grown tired of 
running the Commerce Department. Day- 
to-day operations will be left to Fred Ma- 
lek. a former NLxon aide who orchestrated 
the Republican Party's successful 1988 con- 
vention. The key operative will be Robert 
Teeter, an experienced pollster who will 
now be asked to turn his feel for public 
opinion into grand strategy. 

Mr. Bush has assembled on efficient or- 
ganization unencumbered by big egos. His 
new chief of staff, Samuel Skinner, current- 
ly transportation secretary, is popular 
among nmderaie Republicans and is a far 
cry from Mr. Sununu. with whom he fre- 
quently quarreled on domestic issues. 

Thai Mr. Bush has named what appears 
to be an honorable team does not guarantee 
an honorable campaign. Nor do silting 
presidents automatically behave like states- 
men in the heal of political combat. Despite 
a weak opponent, the perpetually insecure 
Richard Nixon ran an appallingly vindic- 
tive race in 1972. Even so. President Bush's 
choices suggest that for now. he would 
prefer to do otherwise.

Bui the collapse has already occurred. The Sovi- 
et Union is no more.

lived under the empire's yoke but to all humanity. 

Mr. Gorbachev warns of civil war. scaring the 
West Bui fear gives bad advice. What grounds are 
there to assume that the governments overseeing 
territories that contain nuclear weapons — ihe lead- 
ers of Russia. Ukraine. Kazakhstan and Byelorussia, 
elected by their own people — are less responsible in 
controlling the nuclear button than Mr. Gorbachev 
is? After all he destroyed the legitimacy of his 
presidency by dismissing the constitutional Con- 
gress of People's Deputies. 

Doesn't this distrust or the freely elected leaders 
of the republics amount to dangerous political 
snobbery by the West and. ultimately, a betrayal of 
the West's own democratic principles? 

There may be grounds for fears or a civil war in 
the former Soviet Union. But there are. lessons to 
be learned from the civil war in Yugoslavia. 

In July 1991. after decades or Communist dicta- 
torship. the first free elections were held and Cro- 
atia and Slovenia declared independence. Immedi- 
ate diplomatic recognition and a defense or the 
right to statehood could have prevented the blood- 
shed that the West can now find no way to end. 


Likewise, why did the world and the United 
Nations permit thousands of Kurds lo die before 
deciding to aid them? Instead of creating a state 
for the Kurds or at least real autonomy for them, 
all that was created was — it's shameful even to 
write it — refugee camps! 

Why did the L'nitcd States recognize the Baltic 
slates only after the August coup Tailed? Diplomatic 
recognition of Lithuania. Latvia and Estonia imme- 
diately after (heir declarations of independence 
would have averted bloodshed in Vilnius and Riga. 

The example of Nagorno-Karabakh, tbe Arme- 
nian enclave in Azerbaijan, shows that bloodshed 
results from ill-fated policies of the center, when to 
preserve power it relies on force at the expense of law. 

Today. Azerbaijan is not only demanding that the 
central government in Moscow transfer to it all 
troops and weapons on ire territory, it has repealed 
Nagorno-Karabakh's autonomy. Azerbaijan ap- 
pears tn be totally lost to democratic development. 

Meanwhile. Armenia. Azerbaijans neighbor, is 
on the brink of destruction. Armenia hdd a referen- 
dum that confirmed that the enLire nation wanted 
independence. Presidential elections were held. 

Western recognition of Armenia could guaran- 
tee its existence. But this has not occurred. 

If in the near future the world witnesses a new 
Armenian genocide (some claim tbe Armenian 
genocide of 1915 never took place jusi as some 
deny the reality of Stalin's gulag or the Holocaust), 
the fault wDIJie not only in tbe former Soviet 
Union's policies but in the West's as well. 

In a private conversation. Eduard Shevard- 
nadze. once again the foreign minister, spoke in 
favor of sending UN troops to Transcaucasia. 

But for those not to be empty words, a govern- 
ment figure of his rank should make the corre- 
sponding official staiemenL 

During President George Bush’s summer trip to 
the Soviet Union. I had occasion to discuss Nagor- 
no-Karabakh with Alexander Yakovlev, who was 
then leaving the gpvemmenL and Mr.- Shevard- 
nadze, who had resigned as foreign minister in 
December. They admitted that, as of February 1988.

Sixteen years ago, 30 European countries, the 
United States and Canada signed die Helsinki Final 
Act Despite all its merits, it is now apparent that, by 
confirming the inviolability of postwar borders, the 
treaty divided European nations into those with the 
right to live in a democratic society and those 
eternally doomed to lota&iarian oppression. 

With the fall of the Berlin Wall, which became 
the symbol of the transition to a new era. the 
concept behind the Helsinki Final Act of 1975 
became a thing of the past. 

Today the principle of the inviolability of a 
country's borders against invasion from the out- 
side must be clearly separated from the right to 
statehood — self-determination — of any people 
within a state’s borders. 

The United Nations, the Helsinki Act Organiza- 


tion, the European Council and other bodies should 
monitor whether the procedures of sdf-determina- 


monilor whether the procedures of self-determina- 
tion — referendums and free elections —are carried 
out democratically. This would keep the Helsinki 
accords alive and ensure that the UN meets the 
needs of the limes. These organizations can promote 
the development of democracy in new states if they 
offer aid only to governments that observe the rights 
of ethnic minorities and folly comply with the 
Universal Declaration Of Human Rights. 

The world should seek lo strengthen such de- 
mocracies by providing the maximum aid possible. 

This is not such a high price to pay if one 
remembers that the collapse of the Soviet Union — 
the most terrible empire in the history of civilization 
— did not come at tbe cost of a third world war.

is entering a new phase.

for continued economic and *- 
diplomatic pressure on tbe de Klerk 
government until a new “democratic 
and nonradaT government is in- 
stalled.

Japan’s Global News Dream Fades

TOKYO —Japan’s semi-pub- 
lic broadcaster NHK has aban- 
doned one of its most cherished 
dreams, the creation of a world- 
wide news network, that would 
have challenged the growing he- 
gemony of Western broadcasters 
such as Cable News Network and 
the British Broadcasting Corp. 

“We will keep the concept or 
spirit of the Global News Net- 
work, hot as a business it's not 
feasible,” NHK’s chairman, Mi- 
kio Kawaguchi, said Friday at & 
press luncheon. 

GNN was the brainchild of 
NHK’s previous chairman, Keyi 
Shima, afostr former newsman 
who wanted the world to get an 
Asian perspective on the news to 
balance what he saw as the biased 
and increasingly dominant re- 
porting of Western news organi- 
zations. 

“I don't want to badmoutb Mr. 
Turner.” Mr. Shima said a' year 
ago of the creator of CNN, Ted 
turner. “Bui CNN is trying to 
force U.S. news on the rest erf the 
worid.” ' 

From a Japanese p er spective, 
Mr. Shima's fears turned toiromc 
reality shortly afterward daring 
the Gulf war, which was widely 
opposed in Japan. Then, the su- 
perior reporting resources of U.S. 


networks forced Japanese net- 
works to idy on CNN and other 
UE. broadcasters. The American 
networks gained effective control 
of Japanese airwaves as rapidly as 
US. fighters took control of Iraqi 
airspace. 

Mr. Shima envisaged GNN as a 
24-hour English-language news 
service based in New York that 
would gather news footage from 
Aria, Europe and the United 
States. Each center wtxdd be re- 
sponsible for right-hour daily seg- 
ments focusing on its own region. 

GNN was more than a chal- 


lenge to the rapidly expanding 
market share of CNN and the 
BBC. By surrendering editorial 
responsibility to different re- 
gions, il was also a plea fora more 
pluralistic approach to broadcast 
journalism. 

Mr. Shima believed that while 
Asia should accept news filtered 
by Western reporters and editors. 
Asians should cover issues about 
Aria. Japan, if only out of neces- 
sity, would take the lead role.

Many Are Asking: 
Did He Jump Off?

PARIS — Did Robert Maxwell jump off his yacht or did he fall into 
tbe sea by accident? 

These questions are being raised again as the scope of (he financial 
disaster left behind by the British entrepreneur becomes clear. 

Investigators and doctors this week appeared to be convinced that Mr. 
Maxwell was not murdered on Nov. 5 while his yacht cruised off the 
Canary Islands. The police have found no witnesses to explain what 
happened, not even among the yacht’s crew. .And Mr. Maxwell by all 
accounts appears to have” left no hints or notes suggesting that he 
intended to take his life. 

Spanish authorities are still examining a final autopsy report, appar- 
ently intimidated by the notoriety of the case, and Spanish and British 
pathologists say they' may never be able to determine the exact circum- 
stances of his death! 

While his family and friends have insistently discounted the possibility 
of suicide, arguing that that did not fit into the makeup of this combative, 
self-made man. British press reports in recent days have begun suggesting 
that he may have seen no wav out of the crumbling scale of his business 
empire. 

Some executives and journalists who worked with Mr. Maxwell said he 
seemed to thrive on stress and controversy. They agreed he was also 
uncommonly proud and secretive. By their account, it would be in 
character, if he had contemplated suicide, not to tell anyone. 

Those who argue the suicide theory say Mr. Maxwell had an uncom- 
monly difficult year, as share prices dropped in his main company. The 
Sunday Times dr London said that in the months before his death, his 
empire had never been latger but also had never been as overextended 
and haunted by creditors. 

Just before he went off for a solo holiday on his yacht, the paper wrote, 
Mr. Maxwell was informed that one bank creditor had decided to sell 
millions of shares in his troubled empire, perhaps signaling the beginning 
of the collapse. It is not known whether Mr. Maxwell knew of planned 
investigations by Britain's Serious Fraud Office into reported misman- 
agement of an employees’ pension fund. 

Among those arguing against any signs of despair are Mr. Maxwell's

Foreign companies have been able, when raising funds, to invest little of 
their own money by borrowing from overseas, because interest payments 
on such loans currently are regarded as losses that are not taxed. 


JAKARTA — Seventy Jakarta stockbrokers have gone out of business 
after failing to meet a new government requirement that brokerages raise 
paid-up capital to 500 million rupiah ($252,270) from 25 million previously. 

The Jakarta stock exchange said that about 170 of 276 registered 
brokers had been able to meet the government’s capital requirement. A 
further 36 were suspended and given three months to come up with the 
money, and 70 were forced to close. 

The Tokyo stock market, he noted, has onlv one-tenth as many 
brokerage houses as listed companies. But Jakarta until now has had 276 
brokers for only 140 listed companies. 

Traders said they expected the market would pick up because the 
remaining securities houses were considered more professional.

Continent Plays Catch Up With London 


I NTERNATIONAL regulation is a 
strange, complicated business. Take 
the proposal that the U.S. financial 
watchdog, the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, be empowered to ask 
questions of all parties to large trades in 
U.S.-quoted stocks. 

It sounds reasonable enough. But the in- 
ternational nature of the trade in many 
stocks quoted in the United States could lead 
Lo the ludicrous situation of the SEC wanting 
information about a transaction done by 
non- U.S. dealers outside the United Stales. 
For example. British buyers and sellers 
might trade in 1CI stock, or Japanese institu- 
tions might trade NTT in Tokyo. In theory, 
the SEC would want jurisdiction to regulate 
the trades already monitored by vigilant lo- 
cal authorities. 

One justification put forward for the rule 
change has been that the SEC would find it 
very difficult to enforce such a rule. In other 
words, we shouldn't object to a law being 
made because no one woufd obey it. Small 
wonder that academic lawyers still debate 
the issue of whether “international law" is 
really law at all. 

The tragedy is that the proposed change is 
well intendoned, just as change of some son 
is clearly needed, as the BCCI affair under- 
lines. 

The central mistake of the SEC s initiative 
is that it seeks to regulate foreign markets 
directly — even before it has its own house 
fuJJy in order. The SEC should be seeking 
fuller cooperation and information-sharing 
agreements with other regulatory bodies. It 
should be forming a union of shepherds, 
with itself as convener , . rather than propos- 
ing to steal the other shepherds' sheep.

E UROPE'S securities exchanges are 
locked in a haule from which only 
one will emerge as the winner. The 
prize is to be crowned as the Conti- 
nent's pre-eminent bourse, forming the vital 
link in a time zone that links traders from 
New York to Tokyo, and serving as the place 
for international investors to do business. 

The past decade has witnessed a rapid 
growth in turnover on most equity markets, 
aided by buoyant economies, deregulation 
and the development of new technologies. 
Meanwhile, the liberalization of capital 
movements and the growing importance of 
institutional investors, who can easily invest 
across frontiers as he seeks to diversify his 
portfolio, has led to the increasing interna- 
tionalization of equity trading. 

In vying for that business. Europe's 
bourses are battling on a variety of fronts — 
who can provide the most liquid and effi- 
cient market, the most favorable regulatory 
regime and the cheapest cost. 

At the moment, the London Stock Ex- 
change and its SEAQ International electron- 
ic trading system is clearly in the lead. As the 
biggest foreign equity market in the world, it 
accounts for over two- thirds of the reported 
share trades outside their country of origin. 
With volume of at least £ 150 billion {5265 
billion) in 1490. the sale of foreign equities 
on SEAQ is many times greater than at its 
main European competitors. Frankfurt and 
Paris. The accuracy of Lhose statistics is 
limited by the fact that many trades take 
place off-exchange or go unrecorded — per- 
haps as much us 43 percent of turnover 
according, to the Federation of Stock Ex- 
changes in the European Community. Still, 
nobody doubts SEAQ’s lead. 


Partly to catch up with London's head 
start and partly to improve the efficiency 
and effectiveness of their domestic markets 
and win back trading in their domestic 
slocks, almost all of Europe’s exchanges 
have been galvanized into action over the 
past two or three years to introduce new- 
trading structures and systems. London, too. 
is conscious thai its lead could be eroded by 
developments elsewhere if it does not get to 
grips with a range of its own problems. 

• London — Progress on its international 
exchange is seen in some quarters to be made 
at the expense of its domestic exchange. The 
market-making, price-driven system intro- 
duced as pan of a sweeping deregulation in 
1987 has served the larger, more liquid 
stocks well, but dealing in less liquid stocks 
has hit problems, notably a widening in the 
buying and selling spreads. Many retail in- 
vestors feci that their interests have been 
discarded. 

A stock exchange review has found that 
the split between foreign and domestic equi- 
ties is inappropriate, and development of 
separate markets for interprofessional and 
retail trading with distinct regulatory re- 
gimes and trading structures will probably 
form the basis of the future. The division 
then would be between the size of each trade, 
rather than the country of origin. The ex- 
change hopes the wholesale market will at- 
tract support from other European bourses 
and securities firms and provide a European 
“shop window" for international investors. 

• Paris — Change began in 1987 with the 
opening of the Matif futures and Monep 
options markets. One year later its Big Bang 
saw the break-up of the old brokerage and 
market-making cartels, a rewritten rule book 
and the aboliuon of fixed commissions. Last 
year. Relit its automatic clearance and set- 
tlements started up. By the beginning of next 
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year, any institution will be able to apply for 
a stock exchange seat and the Conseil des 
Bourses de Valeurs tCBV) will for the first 
time issue separate licenses for different 
siockbroking activities. 

These changes have considerably im- 
proved the efficiency of the Bourse. But 
market share has concentrated in the hands 
of the market’s leaders, with half of the 
market turnover now going through the top 
five out of 50 brokers. 

The Bourse and the government are under 
pressure to institute further changes. One of 
the market's perceived weaknesses is its limi- 
tations on block trading, which means pro- 
fessional investors can trade large lines of 
stock off market, hut only on a match-bar- 
gain basis. 

• Frankfurt — Germany’s busiest bourse 
accounts for around 70 percent of the coun- 
try's equity and bond trading. But Germany 
still operates a system of regional exchanges, 
with regulation in the hands of the Lander, 
or slates. Thai system affects the market's 
liquidity and efficiency, and makes life ex- 


pensive for the companies that have to pay 
fees to all eight exchanges. It also blunts 
Germany's competitive edge in the interna- 
tional arena. Frankfurt is attempting to 
spearhead a move to centralize the market- 
place in terras of trading and services, 
backed up by the creation of a central securi- 
ties regulator.

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Seeking the Business Bounce in Hotels

T HE international business traveler, 
grounded for much of this year, is 
back on the road again. That is the 
dear message from the world’s ho- 
tel industry. 

HUUm International Co., which operates 
Hilton hotels outside the United States, re- 
cently announced that October’s revalues for 
its hotels were 5 percent ahead of last year's 
numbers —-only the second month this year 
that returns beat last year’s — and that the 
occupancy rate had topped 75 percent a 
pmnaefe for the year. And Holiday Inns re- 
cently launched a $15 million advertising 
campaign in Europe, its most expensive vet 
aimed at getting more of these on-the-mbve 
executives. 

Of course, it was bound to happen sooner 
or later. The Gulf war is long gone and many 
analysts predict that 1 992 win see the United 
Slates coming out of its recession and Europe 
shaking free of its economic slowdown. Be- 
cause unproved economic conditions trans- 
late into more buaness activity and therefore 
more buaness travel, business own and wom- 
en might be thinking if s time to invest their 
money in the very places where they are likely 
to be spaiding more of their nights more 
of their companies' dollars: Business hotels. - 
Many analysts agree with this logic, but the 
general view is that European stocksarc riper 
titan their American counterparts. 

“Our recommendation to clients is that 
because of the expected bounce in the Euro- 
pean hotel market next year, they should be 
favorably invested in these stocks by end of 
this year." said Pan] Slattery, an analyst at 
Kkinwort Benson Securities Ltd. in London. 

U.S. market watchers see things slightly 
differently. “The current condition ofthe 
hotel business in the UjS. is very poor, both 
because of the recession and because of the 


extensive expansion in the supply of bold . 
rooms over the past five to 10 years,” said 
John Fox, senior principal of PanneD Kerr 
Forster, a New York consulting firm for the 
hotel industry. 

. U -5. occupancy rates have dropped to 65 
percent ihis year and room rales are down in 
real terms, meaning many hotels are losing 
money. And with roughly three milKon 
rooms in 45,000 hotels across die United 
States, supply and demand isn’t expected to 
equalize until 1993 or 1994, despite an almost 
assured upturn in revenues next year. 

European hotels boast healthier profits for 
numerous reasons; The economic downturn 
has been less severe on the Continent, the 
Gulf war did not hamper intra-European 
travel, and the biggest hotel companies have 
expanded not by building more hotels but by 
acquiring already existing rooms. 

With the exception of the French group 
Accor SA — the largest hotel group in Eu- 
rope with over 85,000 rooms — the biggest 
companies, and the ones analysts like best 
are British, namely Ladbroke Group PLC, 
Queens Moat Houses PLC and Forte PLC. 

Although the British hold indus&y has 
seen profits fall 30 percent so far this year 
became of the recession, these firms are do- 
mestic market leaders that have made great 
inroads into' Continental Europe, where prof- 
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i Forte. Although 
owns Travdodge in the United 


i company own 
States, utr Plaza Athbnic in Paris and New 
York and the Rite in Madrid, most of its 
hotels are in Britain. That explains why its 
earnings have been hardest hit this year, and

*lt is a bit of a management story. They 
have cut costs by £30 dr £40 rmffian ($53 
million or $71 mDHon) and they are running 
the chain much more aggressively, trying to 


stimulate business without cutting room 
rates,” Mr. Page said. 

Other analysts, like Ron Linlcboy of No- 
mura Research Institute, find the stock too 
expensive now.

The advantage of Queens Moat Houses, 
the cheapest stock. of the bunch trading just 
above 80 pence and at a P/E of under 10, is 
that it earns 45 percent of its profit outside of 
Britain, mostly through hotels in the Nether- 
lands, Germany, Belgium, Luxembourg and 
through Holiday inns in France. 

But Mr. Page said Queens Moat Houses is 
cheaper for a reason. “It has a record of 
absorbing cash and, at best, will only main- 
tain profits next year.” 

Mr. Slattery of Klein wort Benson placed 
Accor at the top of the pad: in terms of long- 
term growth masks to its strong presence 
throughout Europe and its proposed acquisi- 
tion of the Belgian travel company.

Study Finds Europe Leads in U.S. Investment

study aimed at clear- 
ing up misconceptions 
about foreign direct in- 
vestment in the United 
Slates and providing solid data for 
policy analysis and investment de- 
cisions has produced some surpris- 
ing results. 

The report, done for the Europe- 
an Institute by KPMG Peat Mar- 
wick, included data on Japanese 
and Canadian investments as well. 

The institute noted that “front 
page viability of foreign buyouts of 
all-American institutions’ 4 has giv- 
en rise to “concerns about the moti- 
vations of foreign investors, and 
the impact of foreign investment 
on U.S. competitiveness and secu- 
rity.'’ It also bas given the mistaken 
impression that the Japanese are 
the leading direci investors in the 
American economy. 

Far from being tbe case; the re- 
port said, figures show that Britain 


is by far the largest direct investor 
in tiie United States in terms of 
total capital invested, number of 
companies and total employment. 
Japan is second in capital invest- 
ment, though total European direct 
investment outstrips that of Japan 
by more than 3 to 1 — 68 percent of 
the total to 20 percent. 

Japan is third in lota] companies 
after Germany and in employment 
after Canada. 

And far from taking over the 
U.S. economy, foreign direct in- 
vestment, no matter bow its mea- 
sured, represents just a tiny frac- 
tion of the total. 

The study defined Foreign direci 
investment as the ownership of at 
least 50 percent of tbeU.S. assets of 
a company. The data was gathered 
from interviews with senior execu- 
tives of over 2.400 foreign -owned 
companies in 14 regions of the 
United States. 

It dealt not only with tbe eco- 
nomic statistics but also with fac- 
tors influencing the decision on 


where to locate operations in the 
United States, and with issues that 
concern the management of for- 
eign-owned companies at the na- 
tional local and personal levels. 

One surprising result came from 
the survey on how location of oper- 
ations was determined. 

Contrary to popular belief, exec- 
utives said access to air transporta- 
tion. key suppliers and skilled labor 
far outweighs state and local tax 
incentives in attracting foreign di- 
rect investment. 


Topping tbe list of f acton, was 
proximity to key industries and 
suppliers, fallowed by availability 
of air transportation. Living condi- 
tions ranked fifth and labor quality 
seventh while tax incentives ranked 
12th out of a possible 14. 

Another unexpected finding in- 
volved the large percentage of Eu- 
ropean firms that sought no profes- 
sional assistance in planning their 
U.S. operations. Of Europeans. 24 
percent received no help, com- 
pared to 8 percent of Japanese.

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GOING FOR BROKE: How 
Robert Campeau Bankrupted 
The Retail Industry, Jolted the 
Junk Bond Market, and 
Brought the Booming Eighties 
to a Crashing Halt

T HERE IS a moment midway 
through John Rothchild’s "Going 


A. through John Rothchild’s "Going 
for Broke” when all of the excesses, all of 
the greed, all of the fatal mistakes of Wall 
Street in the 1980s start to suddenly 
make sense. It comes as the book de- 
scribes a 1988 press conference held by 
Robert Campeau, the now-bankrupt Ca- 
nadian department store magnate, to an- 
nounce his victory in the batde to acquire 
the Federated department store chain. 

As reporters began to press him for 
more details on the junk bond aspects of 
his takeover, Campeau's mood quickly 
darkened; he finally erupted, “1 will no’t 
have junk bonds.” be proclaimed con- 
temptuously to his stunned audience. 

Given that the whole point of the press 
conference had been to introduce the fi- 
nancial press and the public to the specif- 
ics of the junk bonds backing the $6 
billion deal. Campeau's remark seemed 
puzzling, to say the least "In explaining 


what Bob meant,” a First Boston source 
brightly said later to author Rothchild, 
"we took the approach that in Bob's mind 
there were no junk bonds, whereas in the 
deal itself, there were.” 

This appalling, conscious suspension 
of reality — by the eccentric Campeau. 
his dose advisers and ultimately by the 
financial world of the ’80s itself —is the 
resounding theme of this rambling yet 
often entertaining tale of the meteoric 
rise-and earth-shattering fall of the Ca- 
nadian real estate developer who came 
out of nowhere in 1986 to take over, and 
ultimately bring down, two of the United 
Siates's most prestigious department 
store chains. 

Bom in 1923 to a French Canadian 
blacksmith-mechanic and his wife. Rob- 
ert Campeau made his fortune in the 
1960s and “70s as a real estate developer 
in Toronto and Ottawa. By 1985 he had 
grown bored with building hotels and 
office buildings and was asking both Ca- 
nadian and U. S. bankers to find him an 
acquisition in the Untied States. Cam- 
peau somewhat unaccountably settled 
on Allied Stores, the parent company of 
such venerable stores as Brooks Broth- 
ers, Bonwit Teller and Ann Taylor, and 
Federated, another huge chain. 

What followed is an almost incredible, 
and sometimes hilarious, comedy of er- 
rors as the unknown Campeau set about 
buying two enormous corporations, nei- 
ther of which was for sale. As Rothchild 
explains iL Campeau lined up fancy Wall 
Street lawyers and baakers for himself by 
using one to gain credibility with anoth- 


er. He sidestepped putting up his own 
money for the two deals by vaguely

— including the lavatory — with so 
many of his favorite oranges that the 
plane once had to make a special landing 
just to allow a passenger off to use the 
airport bathroom: a man whose own 
bank. Citibank, referred to him privately 
as the Mad Bomber. 

Unevenly organized, dramatically 
overwritten and afflicted with a tone that 
borders on the chronically snide. “Going 
for Broke” is most enjoyable when it 
sticks to simply describing the activities 
of Campeau and his bankers and lawyers 
as lhe\ scuttle around frantically.

: GAMES: Soviet Situation in Doubt

VaL D'ISERE, France — T hanks io the 
generosity of a local bank, the World Cup down- 
hill season will begin without acrimony here 
Saturday — weather, of course, permitting. 

Making their final training run Friday, the 
world's best downhill racers were all smiles as 
they sped down the famous Oral ler- Killy piste, 
having finally been assured that Saturday's 
winner would' receive, for the first time in this 
daredevil spon, a cash prize. 

A group of veterans led by the Austrians 
Peter Wirnsberger and Leonhard Stock had 
threatened to boycott the dow nhill if they were 
not afforded the same respect as Alberto 
Tomba, the Italian slalom specialist who 
walked away from two victories Iasi month in 
Park City, Utah, with 545,000 in prizes. 

Tomba had received $15,000 for each tri- 
umph, and a 515,000 bonus for posting the best 
results over the weekend 

This did little for the credibility of the Inter- 
national Skiing Federation, which had estab- 
lished a guideline — unenforceable, as it turned 
out — that a maximum purse of 18.000 Swiss 
francs (512,725) be divided amomg the top 
three finishers in any race. It was up to the local 
organizers to find the money. 

The organizers in Utah had exceeded that 
sum, as part of a continuing American effort to 
raise the profile of World Cup skiing. But until 
this week, Val d’Isere was not offering any- 
thing. 

The do wnhill ere said tHie was unfair , arguing 
that their sport was considerably more de- 
manding than slalom skiing. 

The former World Cup champion Karl 
Schraoz, who was equally competent in slalom 


and downhill, agreed with his Austrian compa- 
triots that the downhiUexs should be paid. 

“They deserve even more than slalom racers 
because they take more risks.” said Schranz, 
here to observe the Saturday’s downhill and 
Sunday 5 s super-giant slalom. “More racers get 
hurt from practicing downhill than from prac- 
ticing slalom. They deserve ii. r 

Coining to the rescue was the Banques Popu- 
late. which met the FIS guideline of 18.000 
Swiss francs for each race. Then, to appease the 
downhillers, the FIS, which had reluctantly 
authorized the Park City allotment, broke its 
own rules again by chipping in enough extra to 
raise the downhill pot to an even S25.000, 
thereby ensuring that the downhill winner 
would gel the 515.000 that Tomba did. 

“This is the minimum we hare to get," said 
Wirnsberger. a silver medalist at the 1980 
Olympics who has won eight downhills 
1979. “If you watch downhill races you can see 
what’s going on, the risks we have to take, a 
minimum of three days of downhill tr ainin g 
before each race. I think it’s worth the money. 

Not only veterans were watching develop- 
ments. Tommy Moe, an upstart downh3Icr 
from Alaska who has already made the U.S. 
Olympic team, said, “I'm only 21 but I’d still 
like to see a lot more money in the sport 
because l plan on doing it for another five or 
ten years. The more prize money, the more 
beneficial it will be.” 

But had be been prepared to boycott? “No.” 
be said, “because I don’t reaBy’ski race for 
money. I ski more for fulfilling my own goals.” 

Like so many other racers who do not habit- 
ually finish at the top. Moe receives money for 
living expenses from his national federation, 
which receives it from equipment suppliers. 


Superstars like Tomba can strike their own 
deals and become rich, but they are few-. 

Wirnsberger believes that prize money can 
only keep on increasing, now that the principle 
has been established. 

“h will work out by itself," he said. "If there 
is no upper limit, every organizer wifi try lo put 
on the best race.” 

What he left unsaid was that some of the 
traditional downhill sites may fall off the sched- 
ule as the spon becomes more expensive to siage. 

With the politics straight for the moment, 
attention has now turned to the race itself. 

7 be favorite is probably Franz Heinzer of 
Switzerland, the 1991 downhill champion, who 
appeared lo have this race won last year when 
Stock came blazing out of nowhere to post the 
winning time. But the Austrians, in their first 
season under coach Kun Engstler. have four 
veterans among the top 15. 

The Americans believe AJ. Kill will soon 
have his day. and Roman Torn lifted the Cana- 
dian hopes by placing seventh in Friday’s train- 
ingnin after having started 5 1st. 

The downhill season has not been without its 
casualties even before the fust race. Matt Gros- 
iean, the leading American slalomist who had 
been hoping to improve his downhill technique 
here with an eye toward pnims in the combined, 
tore a knee ligament in tr ainin g. The team doctor 
says he may recover for the Olympics. 

One who probably win not recover in time is 
the Italian Alex Mair, who dislocated a hip in a 
fall on Colombia's Bump — the spot where the 
Swiss skier Roland Cdombin fell and broke his 
back on two occasions. 

As for the piste. Moe, for one. is impressed. 

“It’s really smooth all the way down.” he said 
Friday. “It’s really fast. 1 love ii.”

Foreman: Knocking Down the Myths

RENO, Nevada — Up on the second flora- of the Eldor- 
ado Hotel Casino here, just outside the convention center in 
which George Foreman trams daily, there is a fife-sized photo 
of Foreman and an opponent fighting at close quartets. 

Wbere tbe opponent’s head ought to be is a hole for 
someone to put his face through so that he can be photo- 
graphed trading punches with rag George. 

That's how it is these days with Foreman, who fights tbe 
unknownfimmyEIlishere Saturday, in a bout to be televised 
m the United States by Home Box Office. 

In Match 1987, when he came bade to boxing after an 
absence of 10 years, Foreman weighed more than 260 
pounds (118 kilograms), and his objective — to fight for tbe 
heavyweight championship again — seemed a fool’s mission. 
Now, nearly five years and myriad fat jokes later, be is a 
born-again slugger and pop hero. 

Foreman, who will be 43 next month, proved that he could 
stiD fight in the 12 rounds he went with Evander Hofyfield in 
April Although he lost that heavyweight title fight by 
decision, the skill and mratie he snowed demolished the 
widespread notion that he was a sham, a man who had 
created the illusion of potency by fighting a series of un- 
skilled opponents. 

But with Foreman, it’s more than his legitimacy as a 
fighter that has made him so appealing a figure. Those large 


crowds that watch his daily workouts at tbe Eldorado, 
paying a $1 admission charge that goes to a local boys dub. 
are there because Foreman is not only a pleasing personality 
but also an accessible one. He doesn't travel with the usual 
complement of hangers-on and bodyguards. Big George is 
up dose and personable. 

“He’ll sit at the counter of the coffee shop and never turn 
down requests for autographs," said Jay Edson, the coordi- 
nator for the bout’s promoter. Bob Arum. 

Foreman’s workouts at the Eldorado have been a happen- 
ing. “Last Tuesday, the first day of his training, he drew 704 
people,” said Edson. “The next day, Wednesday, 81 1. Thurs- 
day was a closed workouL Then, on Friday, there were 1.503 
people in tbe room and we turned away another 500.” 
Foreman's loss to Holyfidd has hardly diminished tbe 
ublic's enthusiasm. Let Foreman stroll, in a tuxedo, into a 
ight arena, in his role as a fight commentator for HBO and 
the clamor his presence incites is reminiscent of the warm 
and vocal response that Muhammad Ali has received in 
recent years. 

Foreman’s appeal has translated beyond tbe arena. Since 
April, he has done commercials for Nike, the sports shoe 
company, and for McDonald’s. HBO’s decision to put him 
in the commentators seat had. it appears, as much to do with 
his personality as with what he has to say. 

In June, Foreman was obliged to slow down so that be 
could have arthroscopic surgery on one of his knees; he

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won’t say which. While he recuperated, he said, he indulged 
himself at tbe refrigerator. “My wife spoiled me." he said 
“ “Would you like breakfast in bed?* Pretty soon I noticed I 
couldn’t fit into my dothes. I went back up to 291 pounds." 

But for now. it's back to the more demanding life of a 
fighter and his objective of one more shot at the heavyweight 
title. The Elis bout is the first of a two-fight deal with HBO, 
for which Foreman gets 55 million a fight Some people 
would tell you that $5 million for fighting a neophytye like 
the 27-year-old Ellis (16-0-1. 15 knockouts) is practically 
white-collar crime. 

Whatever. Foreman (69-3, 65 knockouts) has designs that 
beyond Elis, back to the heavyweight champion, Holy- 
ield, a fighter he sees as diminished. 

“They need George Foreman.” Foreman said of Holyfidd 
and his handlers. “These other fighters don’t make people 
rich. Guys like Ray Mercer — nobody knows him. Just 
boxing fans. It's the fighter who appeals to the average guy 
that makes you rich. Mike Tyson reached out and touched a 
lot of people. He’s the only ope out there.” 

But Holyfidd's promoter. Dan Duva, is not so sure 
Holyfield and Foreman will fight again. 

“It depends on whether Evander fights Mike Tyson,” said 
Duva. “Tyson's the leading man for who we fight nexL If he 
fights Tyson and wins, and decides to keep on boxing, 1 don’t 
think George Foreman is in the picture. The only way for 
Foreman is if Tyson is not available." 

And what does Foreman say? 

“By 1993. I'll be gone from boring."

Snipping at Standards

Soot or Age? What’s Tinting Taj Mahal?

A GRA. India — Black smoke belched from a suck as 
thinly dad men labored up steep stairs balancing 
baskets of coal on their heads, ihe fuel to stoke the fire 
inside the furnace. Beneath the furnace, from a cement 
spout, a stream of intensely orange molten iron spewed 
into a corroded steel bucket. Two men. barefoot, their 
heads swathed in filthy rags, lugged the tub of glowing 
liquid metal toward a bed of sand molds for sewer pipes. 

Ringing this city, the furnaces of 220 iron foundries 
spew coal and coke smoke, sulfuric fumes and ash into the 
air. Crime settles densely on everything here, coating cars, 
the while kuna pajamas of shopkeepers, the table lops in 
outdoor restaurants. Inevitably, it also settles on one of 
the most remarkable monuments of Mogul architecture, 
the milky white Taj Mahal, the tomb of Shah Johan's 
beloved Mumtaz Mahal. 

Murmurs of jfarm are being heard here about the 
potential damage, the irreversible loll (hat may be taking 
place on this symbol of India, this most pristine example 
of Mogul- Persian design in South Asia. 

“If we continue with the entry of pollutants into the 
atmosphere, it will some day be damaged." said Hari Om 
Gupta, an environmental chemist who heads the .Air 
Pollution Laboratory of the local office of the Archaeolog- 
ical Survey of India. ' Every day readings are taken on the 
Taj." 

On the desk in his office. Gupta leafed through the 
record hooks charting the daily levels of air pollution. 
Here and there, he held up a piece or fitter paper, its edges 
white where it was fixed to its frame, its exposed center a 
square of charcoal black or dun brown. One piece was 
thickly layered with a fine reddish powder. 

“This is iron oxide." he said. “This deposit is from a 24- 
hour period.” 

His record hooks list where, day after day. the aimo- 
spheric readings from measuring equipment atop the Taj 
Mahal show pollution levels five, sometimes 10 limes the 
levels decreed as acceptable by the Indian government. 

Yet. Gupta said, “even if the levels were below these 
limits, it is harmful in my opinion." 

In the early morning light, as the sun begins its ascent 
from the plains of Uttar Pradesh, the pale marble of the 
Taj Mahal seems to wurm slightly, but as the light in- 
creases a gray tint becomes more visible. Grav-brown haze 
fmm the surrounding city swaddles the minareued edifice. 

Prem Narayan Rairada. a tour guide, has watched the 
scone every day since l%S. " The marble is getting not so 
white, a little yellow." Raizada said. “I must say the Taj 
has not changed a lot. There is a definite change in the 
color of the marble." 

At times. Raizada is quick to suggest that the deteriorat- 
ing air quality of this city of 17 million people must be 
somehow responsible for the changing hues oft he Taj. At 
other times, he professes certainty that the color change is 
a result of a natural process of weathering and that the 
monument remains imperv ious 10 the errunt ways of man. 

“Change is the law of nature.” he said. “That is how the 
uni'-erse moves on. Everything in the world is subject to 
decay. Nothing remains permanent with nature" He 
stopped and nibbed his hand over his graying, short hair. 
"My knowledge of science is very meager." he said. 

As he spoke, workers chiseled away at slabs of sand- 
stone or small pillars of marble, working to restore crum- 
bling. fractured or deteriorating elements of the structure.

“We are prepared for pollution 
controls." he said, “but we want a 50 percent subsidy from 
the govemmeni and a 50 percent loan from the govern- 
ment."
